Be on THE ALERT.—In order that 
our merchants may be kept posted, we 
give the following account from the 
Wilmington Star of the 8th inst. show- 


ing how a prominent business house in 
ari was swindled the other 
ay: 

“A prominent mercantile frm of Fay- 
etteville was made the victim a few 
days since of a trick,the equal of which, 
especially in the daring eflrontery of the 
perpetrator, we have seldom heard or 
read of in the annals of roguery. A 
neatly dressed man, of prepossesing aps 
pearance, entered the store and after 
looking about a while remarked to one 
of the proprietors that he was indebted 
to the firm in the sum of $100 and would 
like to have his bill made out and re- 
ceipted and he would pay the amountt. 
The porprietor said he remembered 
nothing of the occurrence, but asked 
his name and, upon ore assumed for 
the occasion being given, the book- 
keeper was requested to sce if there was 
any charge against him. An examina- 
tion of the books was made and no 
such name could be found. ‘“Neverthe- 
less,’ remarked the unknown, “I 
purchased a bill of goods in this store 
tothe amount stated, on sixty days’ 
time.” He then went un to designate 
the different clerks who served him on 
the occasion. The storekeeper was 
astounded at the apparent honesty of 
the stranger, a quality so rare among 
the human family in these degenerate 
times, and proceeded to lecture 
his book-keeper tor careless- 
ness and neglect in not entering 
the sale at the time. He _ then 
mude out the bill and receipted 
it, when the amount was paid over. The 
stranger then sauntered abseut the store 
a few minutes, when he remarked that 
he would like to purchanse another bill 
of goods. The storekeeper, anxious to 
retain such an honest customer, smils 
ingly assented and hastened to supply 
him with everything he required. Goods 
of different descriptions, amounting in 
the aggregate to about $700 worth, were 
put up, the unknown desiring them to 
be sent toa certain point, which was 
done. The stranger then tovk his de- 
parture ostensibly for the purpose of 
getting the money to pay for the goods, 
since Which time neither the man nor 
the goods he purchased have been seen 
or heard of in Fayetteville. Hereafter 
extremely honest people wili be looked 
upon with a certain degree of suspicion 
by our friends, the merchants alluded to 
as a result of their experience with their 
uuknown customer.”

Tne SMALL-Pox IN FRANKLIN.—Dr. 
Crenshaw, of Louisburg, who has been 
quarantined for some time past with 
the small-pox in Harris’ Township, 
gives the following particulars of the 
ravages of this disease in that vicinity. 
The {tacts are taken from « letter to 
Representative Williamson, of that 
county, and published in last evening’s 
Era.g Says the Doctor: 


“The first week 
John fDonell from Tennessee reached 
Harris’ Township, in Franklin county, 
and domiciied at Reuben Rogers’, and 
in a@ very few days it was discov- 
ered he had the small pox combined 
with dysentery of which he died. It 
Was very contagious and it spread to 
Wilson Bolton’s, Andrew Jackson’s and 
Dorson Jean’s. I have been residing 
for the last 7 weeks with these dis- 
tressed families,quarantined from Louis- 
burg. I have treated 28 cases of small 
pox and am _ very sorry to say 
that in consequence of the unpreceden- 
ted spell of cold and bitter weather, the 
unfavorable surroundings of many of 
my patients, and the virulency of the 
disease, ten of the cases died, viz: 
1 at the Bolton’s; 4 at Roger.’; 1 at 
Jackson’s; and4 at Jeans’. The cases 
at Jeans’ were perfectly overwlelming, 
partaking of congestiveness, and the 
cases at Rogers’ who died were con- 
fluent and typhoid. Having had large 
experience in treating small pox, I pro- 
nounce this altogether the most viru- 
lent visitation of the disease I ever at- 
tended. Isubjoin a list of the deaths: 
Reuben Rogers, his son, Absalom, and 
daughter, Arabella; Mrs, Dodson Jeans, 
her son, Norfleet, and daughters, Jo- 
sephine and Mary; John Jackson; and 
J. W. Dickerson. Thanks to a Kind 
Provdence for vaccination, the disease 
was warded off and entirely or greatly 
mitigated in its teverity. It has now 
entirely subsided in Harris’ Township.

The vote by which the bill in regard 
to the University ot North Carolina was 
clefeated, was reconsidered, and the bill 
passed by 36 yeas to 4 nays, Messrs. 
Eppes, Hyman, Hill and Holloman vot- 
ing in the negative. 

(The bill provides that the charge of 
the University be taken from the Board 
of Education and be transferred to the 
General AssemDly. | 

The bill to abolish the Code Commis- 
sioners passed by 37 yeas to 5 nays, Mr. 
McCabe voting in the negative, which 
makes the difference in the vote above. 

The bill to abolish the office of Super- 
intendent of Public Works passed its 
third reading by 37 yeas to 5 nays. 

(Same vote as above.) 

The bill in relation to the State debt 
passed its third reading by the same 
vote as above. 

Billin relation to tax exemptions pro- 
vides that any species of property to 
the amount now provided for in the 
Constitution, may be cxempted, passed 
its third reading by 388 to5. Same 
vote as above. 

Bill in relation tothe State census, 
abolishing the same, passed its second 
reading by the same vote as above. 

Bill in relation to Federal and State 
office-holders. (This biil meets the same 
requirements as provided for in the late 
proclamation of Pres‘dent Grant.) Bull 
passed its second reading by the same 
vote as above. 

Bill in relation to public charities 
passed, by; 36 to 7, its sccond reading. 

Bill to change the sessions of the 
Gencral Assembly to biennial instead of 
annual, passed its?second reading by 38 
to 4. Mr. McCabe not voting. 

Bill in relation to the term of Execu- 
tive officers. Providing that the term 
shall be two years instead ot four, failed 
to pass by a vote of 20 ayes to 13 nays 
—a strict party vote. 

Bill in relation to abolition of town- 
ships and to come back to the old pre- 
cinct system, failed by a vote of 29 to 
12—which was also a strict. party vote. 

Bill in relation to the pay of mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, allowing 
them $300 per annum, and 10 cents per 
mile, also failed by 33 to 11. 

Mr. Flemming thought the 33 votes 
was the necessary two-thirds, one 
Senator havingiesigned made the num- 
ber 49. Hetherefore appesled from the 
decision of the chair. The President 
stated, before putting the vote, the’ 
nature of his ruling, and that the 
very same question arose in 18—, when 
the Hon. W. N. Edwards, of Warren 
county, filled the position now 
occupied by himself, and in his decision 
he followed the precedent of this 
learned gentleman. 

The Sena‘e sustained the ruling of 
the chair. 

Mr. Humphrey, who had voted in 
the negative, moved to reconsider the 
vote and that the consideration of the 
reconsideration be postponed till 104 
o’clockito morrow. Adopted. 

On motion of Mr, Morehead, of Guil- 
ford, the bills that had passed their 
third reading were ordered to be en- 
grossed and sent forthwith to the House. 

School Bill. 


The consideration of the School Bill 
was resumed, ana considerable discus- 
sion ensued on the various sections that 
remaine2 to be considered. The entire 
bill, having been perfected, passed its 
second reading. [When the bill be- 
comes a law we will publish in full, and 
consequently the Reporter has made no 
reference, either to the discussion or the 
alterations and amendments proposed. | 

Several messages were received from 
the House transmitting several bills and 
resolutions which were referred or dis- 
posed BF. 

The resolution of the House acquit- 
ting the Keeper of the’Capitol, Patrick 
McGowan,ffrom the charges of malfeas 
ance in office, charged against him and 
recommending that the Senate resolu- 
tion making him Keeper of the Capitol 
be concurred in. 

‘The report and recommendation were 
concurred in by the Senate,

The secret 
urdez that affurded pretext for the 
o:yanization of the Ku Klux has been 
put down by legislative enactment. It 
can duno more barm. Its antagonist 
has been disbanded and many of the 
members punished severely. It also 
can do no more harm. Both being 
dead, let the rash and bad acts of both 
be amnestied.

In our last we attempted to show the 
humanity, as well as public policy, in 
passing at once the general Amnesty 
bill now before our Legislature. We 
now propose to notice briefly the chief 
objections that has been brought for- 
ward against it. 

It is urged that it can never be for 
the weal a the commonwealth and the 
g00d of public policy to break down 
laws made for the prevention and sup- 
pression of crime and permit the guilty 
to go unpunished. It is true that this 
should be the general rule, but our’s is 
not the law of the Medes and Persians 
“that changeth not,” but in every case 
and in every offence due considertion is 
given in the execution of our law to the 
passion under whose influence the act 
was committed. The present Amnesty 
bill offers no pardon to the cold and de- 
liberate violator of the law, it throws 
no veil of oblivion over the damping 
deeds of a wily midnight assassin, but 
in the spirit of mercy forgives the 
wrong-dcer who was provoked to the 
commission of his deed by strong 

ion and uncontrollable prejudice. 

It is said that Amnesty would but 
encourage deeds of violence and legalize 
wrong-doing. We are inclined to think 
this an error. There have been sufficient 
prosecutions of the Kuklux, etc., for the 
vindication of the law, a great terror 
produced among the secret clans, the 
violence of feeling has been assuaged, 
and the Amnesty bill at this time would 
produce such a feeling of relief that men 
would be slow to return to the disquiet 
of dark and evil deeds. Does any one 
think that society was injured by the 
Amnesty bill passed alter the late war ? 
The same reason, perhaps stronger ones, 
exist fur its passage now, and, with the 
precedents before us, we should expect 
nothing but good results from it.

Amnesty and pardon are words grate- 
ful to the heart of man. A _ bill to be 
entitled and act for amnesty and pardon 
for various criminal acts committed by 
political organizations since the war has 
passed the Senate branch of the General 
Assembly and is now before the House. 
We expressed our unreserved opinion of 
this bill a few days ago in the Messenger;

This bill has passed the Senate, 
and will come before the House in a 
few days. It seems to have met with 
violent opposition from the Republican 
side of the House. While we have no 
excuses to make for the murder of Out- 
law and Stephens, we must say we have 
always believed that these secret organ- 
izationsggenerally known as Ku Kiux 
had for their object, in the first instance, 
the preservation of life and property, 
rather than the violation of law; but 
like all secret sccieties, it partook somes 
what of the character of the communi. 
ty in which it existed. So whenever a 
lot ot wild boys got control at any 
point, they were guilty of some impru 


But the Republicans of North Caroli- 
na, with all their talk about want- 
ing a returncof good feeling—a millen- 
nium in the political world—are still 
crying for vengeance. What will satis- 
fy these men? Ifthe cry came from 
the immediate victims uf the K.u-Klux, 
such as Bigerstaff and Andy Ramsour, 
we could understand it; but most of 
these men have been living,undisturbed, 
on the fatof the Jand. Every indignity 
that ingenious hatred could suggest has 
been heaped upon those unfortunate 
Ku-Klux offenders ;those who have not 
been dragged about from one court to 
another arc exiles, many of them leay- 
ing helpless families behind them.

Nevertheless, the best interests of the 
State require that agitation should cease, 
The prosperity of the couatry is serious- 
ly damaged by these political troubles 
and complications. Many of the young 
men have gone off and labor is tvo 
scarce to affurd such a sacrifice.

Owing to several incorrect reports of the 
late fire at our Works, and in answer to 
numerous inquiries trom our friends, we 
take this occasion to inform you that our 
business will not be seriously impaired on 
account ofit, and that we shall continue to 
fill orders as promptly as heretofore. Be- 
low we append extract from the New York 
“World,” of Jan, 27th, as containing the 
most correct account: 


“About ten o’clock last,evening a fire 
broke out in Charles Pratt’s Asiral Oil 
Works, toot of North Twelfth street, Brook- 
lyn, EK. D. Dense volumes of smuke soon 
fuliowed, and the fire continued to spread 
until six of the large stiliswereinone mass 
of flames, Steps were at once taken to pre- 
vent ils spread lo the main buildings, con- 
taining a very large amount of property. 
In this they were more successiul. The 
stills are located on the east end of the 
works, and are isolated from the store- 
houses and factory. The losses are as fol- 
lows: ‘here were fourteen stills in all, six 
of which were on fire. There were tour 
stills of 275 barrels capacity, and two of 500 
barrels Capacity. Tuese were all destroyed, 
involving a loss of $20,000, Loss on oli esti- 


$2,000. The buildings about the stills were 
all new and were not quite finished. There 
are s0U Men employed in the factory, but 
the fire will not interfere with them much. 
This Was believed to be the finest oil fac- 
tory in the country, and occupies a space 
one block in width, irom Norta Tweltth to 
North Thirteenth street, and from First 
street to the Kast River, a distance equal to 
three blocks.”’ 
We may add that two of the 500 bbi. stills 
are how tound to be but slightly damaged.

Destruction §from a Cyclone. 


ASPINWALL, January 20.—A cyclone 
here caused great destruction. The 
storm was so sudden that many vessels 
in the bay and at the wharves, were 
unable to get to sca and were wrecked. 
The steamships generally escaped. 

A three masted schooner, the Royal 
Arch ot Boston, with coal for the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company, was 
driven stern first through the Compas 
ny’s mole, at which she was lying. 

The barque Orient, of Boston, went 
at French wharf and wrecked it, as wel! 
as herself. 

The schooner, C. H. Kelley, of Bos- 
ton, broke adnft and went on shore, 
but may possibly be gotten off. 

The Halifax schooner, J. W. Halls, 
fell afoul of the French steamer, and 
suffered some damage. Other sailing 
vessels were saved, principally by the 
xctive exertions of the Panama railroad 
people. 

The damage done the Pacific Mail 
wharf, with whale oil and other produce 
on it, cannot be less than three hundred 
thousand dollars. 

One half of the French wharf was 
carried away, with two car loads of 
indigo that were on it. 

The Liverpool Company’s wharf suf- 
fered much trom the barque which was 
laying alongside of it when the storm 
commenced. 

It mav be asseited that there is not 
a sound wharf to day in Aspinwall. 

.. Three small coasting schooners were 
suok at their mooring. 

Very fortunately the Henry Chaun- 
cey was kept outside, and thus escaped 
the storm in the harbor.
